2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Tanno et al. (U.S. 6,208,624) teaches a paging scheme for a mobile 
communication system that is capable of suppressing power consumption of a mobile 
station by using a higher data transmission rate for the paging channel in order to 
reduce unit time-slot duration. Tanno et al. teaches the encoding, modulation, 
spreading, and multiplexing of different data streams having different information bit 
rates. Tanno et al. also teaches the generation of a higher paging data transmission 
rate in a CDMA system by adjusting the spreading factor (ratio of spreading chip rate 
with respect to information bit rate). Tanno et al. fails to teach the adjustment of a data 
rate of a first stream to match the data rate of a second stream in order to realize a 
same power transmission level and improvements in the link margin of the first stream. 
Tanno et al. also fails to teach the use of same frequencies and timeslots among higher 
rate data and CDMA encoded lower rate data. 

Seshadri et al. (U.S. 6,044,073) teaches methods and devices for introducing 
unequal error protection into spread spectrum communication systems. Seshadri et al. 
teaches encoding, modulation, multiplexing, and spreading of different data streams. 
Seshadri et al. fails to teach the adjustment of a data rate of a first stream to match the 
data rate of a second stream in order to realize a same power transmission level and 
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improvements in the link margin of the first stream. Tanno et al. also fails to teach the 
use of same frequencies and timeslots among higher rate data and CDMA encoded 
lower rate data.
